Imagine, open ocean and nothing on the horizon except a tiny island. That's your 
destination. This seems like a daunting task but it is one that four students, Sarrah Ewing, 
Jessica Ross-Howkins, Nicholas Charlton and Aaron Morrow, and chaperons, Mr. 
Christian Daigle and Mr. Kirby Nadeau, tackled for two weeks.

The next three days were spent 40 miles off the coast at Glover's Reef learning 
skills and tips for the upcoming journey and experiencing some of the most breathtaking 
coral reef to be explored in Belize. 

Then the independent portion of our trip began! We were dropped off at Coco Plum 
Island and left to fend for ourselves for the next week.

POWERTRIPS, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 

March 2010 

As Audrey Hepburn once said: "As you grow 
older, you will discover that you have two hands, 
one tor helping yourself and the other for helping 
others." 

Before coming to BCS I was never given the 
opportunity to attend a service project. Through 
the round square at BCS I found out about 
Powertrips, a Canadian organisation which builds 
schools for unfortunate children in The Dominican 
Republic and, a few months later, I was on my 
way into a two week experience of a lifetime. 

We were located at the Tubagua Plantation 
Retreat on top of a mountain overlooking the 
picturesque landscape of the Dominican Republic 
leading up to the Atlantic Ocean. Seventeen 
students, from four different schools in Canada, 
and seven adults put together the perfect team to 
face the deteriorating conditions of two local 
elementary schools. Shortly after meeting the 
other students and adults supervising the trip, we 
bonded and built strong friendships which made 
the trip a lot more fun and exciting. 

The main goal of Powertrips is that we work 
together with the local people and teach them 
skills so they can continue to improve their lives 
even after we are gone. Together with Dominicans 
and Haitians we built four additional classrooms to 
existing schools, and decorated the interior walls 
with murals and built new furniture. We 
landscaped the area around the school to improve 
their playgrounds, adding sports equipment. A 
main part of the trip was also to organize 
workshops for the students, teaching them 
English, new games, and simple math, or getting 
them involved in small and simple jobs around the 
school. Long basketballs game between 
Canadians and Dominicans became a routine at 
the end of the day, which added to the friendships 
between the different cultures. 

I have realized that running water, electricity, 
food, clothing, and family are not to be taken for 
granted and that it is the little, simple things we 
have to be thankful for. Even though I started the 
trip by my self I left with new friendships, great 
experiences and life changing memories. 
Powertrips 2010 was only the beginning of what I 
wish to accomplish in my future years in the 
Dominican Republic. The trip has changed me 
and the way I see the world. It truly was a once-in- 
a lifetime experience. 



Close your eyes and imagine. Imagine 
a place where roosters serve as alarms 
starting at 3 am. Imagine a village with 
28 houses, 10 televisions, and only one 
refrigerator. Imagine a place where there 
is no such thing as the word "orphan" and 
there are more dogs than children. Now 
imagine that twenty teenagers and three 
adults from around the world are thrust 
into this situation and they have a vision. 
A vision to bring clean drinking water to 
Ban Mae Aeb Nai, a Karin mountain 
village. 

Over Christmas break, I had the 
opportunity to spend twenty days in 
Thailand doing a work project. The first 
half was spent in the village digging 
trenches, building water tanks and laying 
pipes. The second half was spent in and 
around Chiang Mai participating in 
cultural activities such as feeding and 
washing elephants, visiting temples, 
doing a Thai cooking course, and 
exploring the area around our hotel. 

Although the second part was called 
the 'cultural phase,' I found that the first 
half of the trip was more culturally rich. 
Spending time living with a family and 
interacting with the villagers and other 
students is an experience that I will never 
forget. I got to see Karin village life in a 
way few people ever do and along the 
way, I found a new confidence and 
awareness of the world around me. 
Through the experience, we bonded and 
laughed through long work days and 
relaxing nights, until, at the end of the 
twenty days, every single person 
involved had made friends that will last 
them a lifetime. Despite missing a 
Christmas at home with family, 
would do the whole thing again in a 
heartbeat. 

Participating in a work project 
like RSIS THAILAND truly is a 
once-in-a-lifetime experience 
and I hope that many other 
students will take the 
opportunity to have such a 
magical experience like it.
